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Address of the Grand Orator 
(Docket No. 1) 


The Grand Master presented Forrest F. Ball, Grand Orator of the Grand 
Lodge of North Carolina, who delivered the following oration: 


Most Worshipful Grand Master Charles E. Cathey, Most Worshipful Past 
Grand Masters, distinguished visiting Masons, fellow North Carolina Masons, 
Brethren all: 


It is indeed a privilege and honor to stand before you today as grand orator 
of the Grand Lodge of Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons of North Carolina at 
this “Second Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge for the year 2000.” I feel 
so humble. Thank you Most Worshipful Brother Cathey for this honor. 


Grand Master Cathey has had as his program or theme, this year, “Unity — 
beginning with U “N”T in AL - 6000.” It was a wonderful program. Grand Master 
Cathey was correct when he said that “Unity in action begins with you and 1.” 1 
have decided to build on Grand Master Cathey’s program by also requesting 
action by you and me. 


I have heard and read of the continued decline in the number of Freemasons 
throughout the nation and world. During my first years as a Master Mason, the 
number of North Carolina Freemasons was on the increase. I can remember our 
late brother, Pete Dudley, telling those assembled at those first Grand Lodge 
Communications that l attended of the decline elsewhere and the fact that North 
Carolina was holding its own. He warned that the decline in membership may 
soon set in North Carolina. Then the decline in numbers began here, too. 


In relation to this decline in Masonic membership, I thought that we should 
make some comparisons between my home lodge and the total number of Master 
Masons in North Carolina. I obtained the following figures from Cornelia 
Doherty at the Office of the Grand Secretary on September 8 and 11, 2000 with 
some additional figures from the Grand Lodge Proceedings by calling Virginia 
Robinson at the Office of the Scottish Rite Secretary in Asheville on the 11 and 
13 of September. These figures are for the first years of my participation in 
Masonry, the peak year of numbers of North Carolina Masons, the first year of 
decline according to the Grand Secretary’s Office, and then this past year. 

As of December 31, 1972, the year that I petitioned to received the degrees 
in Masonry, there were a total of 70, 222 North Carolina Master Masons with 173 
of these Master Masons being members of Vance Lodge. By December 31, 1972, 
I had been initiated an Entered Apprentice and passed to the degree of Fellow 
Craft. I was not then one of the Master Masons. 


As of December 31, 1973, the year that I became a Master Mason there was 
a total of 70,816 North Carolina Master Masons with 169 being members of 
Vance Lodge. I was now a Master Mason. 


As of December 31, 1976, the year that I was elected to serve as Master of my 
lodge for the year 1977 there was a total of 72,389 North Carolina Master Masons 
with 177 being members of Vance Lodge. This turned out to be the peak year in 
number of members for Vance Lodge. 


As of December 31, 1977, which completed the year 1977 that I served as 
Master of my lodge, there was a total of 72,662 North Carolina Master Masons 
with 170 being members of Vance Lodge. This was the first year of decline in the 
number of members for Vance Lodge. 

As of December 31, 1981, there was a total of 73,076 North Carolina Master 
Masons with 166 being members of Vance Lodge. This was the peak year in the 
number of North Carolina Master Masons. Vance Lodge had been on the decline 
for the past five years. 

As of December 31, 1982, there was a total of 73,011 North Carolina Master 
Masons with 161 being members of Vance Lodge. This was the first year of the 
decline in the number of Master Masons in North Carolina. This was the sixth 
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year in the decline of the number of members for Vance Lodge. 


As of December 31, 1999, the last complete calendar year of which the Grand 
Lodge has data on membership, there was a total of 56,595 North Carolina 
Master Masons with 130 being members of Vance Lodge. 


There is no data available to this date, September 16, 2000, as to the number 
of North Carolina Master Masons, but Vance Lodge has 132 members. Four have 
recently been raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason with the last one 
being on Saturday, September 9, 2000, when Lee Shuford, son of Past Master 
Leonard Shuford, became a Master Mason. Three were made Master Masons on 
June 17, 2000, to wit: Milo Ingle, father of Myron Ingle, the current Master of 
Vance Lodge; Mitchell Bailey; and Lewis Garrison. Two of our members have 
died since December 31, 1999. 


This means that for a 18 year period, December 31, 1981, to December 31, 
1999, there was a loss of 16,481 Master Masons in North Carolina (73,076 - 
56,595). This is an average loss of 915.61 Master Masons per year statewide. For 
the 23 year period, December 31, 1976, to December 31, 1999, Vance Lodge’s 
membership decreased by 47 members (177 - 130). This is an average loss of 
2.043 members per year for Vance Lodge. It may not sound like a lot, but it is for 
asmall lodge. Thus, on December 31, 1999, the number of North Carolina Master 
Masons had decreased by 22.55% from what it was on December 31, 1981 
(16,481-73,076) and the members of Vance Lodge had decreased by 26.55% (47- 
177) from what it was on December 31, 1976. 


The loss of membership affects so much: loss of Master Masons involved in 
the ritual as well as lodge attendance and loss in the amount of funds received 
from dues for lodge members and the per capita tax for the Grand Lodge. For 
example, the dues for Vance Lodge members is now $50.00 per member and 
this loss of 47 members is a loss of $2,350.00 per year and that is a lot of loss 
revenue for a small lodge such as ours. The loss of membership was one of the 
reasons (besides building a new lodge hall and operating it) that lead to an 
increase of the amount of dues from $12.00 when I became a Mason in 1973 to 
the current $50.00 a year. We need to do something about this continued loss 
of membership! But what? 


I have read many articles in the various Masonic, Scottish Rite, and York 
Rite magazines, newspapers, and newsletters on this subject "declining mem- 
bership and how to fix it". 

I want to share with you some of my thoughts. I believe that one of the 
problems concerning the growth of Freemasonry is also one ofthe most respected 
attributes of Freemasonry. I am referring to the ancient landmark that Freema- 
sons do not solicit members. To become a Mason, one must petition the lodge of 
his own free will and accord. 


To be precise, this landmark has been codified in The Code as REG. 43-3.6 
where it is provided that ^A lodge shall not engage in any program of solicitation 
of petitions, nor shall it permit any of its members to do so." REG. 86-2.22 
declares it to be a Masonic offense for a lodge "to solicit a profane to petition for 
the three degrees of Symbolic Masonry." REG. 86-2.51. C makes it a Masonic 
offense for "any brother or lodge" to promote "a solicitation of any kind." 


This ancient landmark and the fact that Freemasons and in particular North 
Carolina Freemasons have held steadfast to it is one of the reasons that makes 
me proud to be a Freemason. What other organization would have survived the 
centuries, like Freemasons, without being able to go out and solicit member- 
ships? Look around you, and you see all kinds of fraternal, civic, social, business, 
and professional organizations and most of them, if not all, solicit memberships 
in some form or fashion. Not so freemasonry! 


We should be proud ofthis fact. Yet, the number of Master Masons are on the 
decline. There has been many solutions suggested and recommended. One of 
these is active solicitation of members. 
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My brethren, I am not recommending solicitation. However, I am recom- 
mending that we stop our practice of not informing the world of our organization 
and how one becomes a member. 


Each Freemason here should take the time, when the occasion arises to 
express the basic view that to become a Mason one must ask another Mason. We 
should tell the world that we do not solicit memberships yet we do not refuse to 
accept petitions. All you need is to ask another Mason. That is the first step. Yet 
the opportunity to take this first step and inform the non-Mason what he must 
do is not taken. 


Let me give you some examples. 


I am a member of Vance Lodge No. 293, Stocksville, North Carolina. 
Stocksville is a small community in Buncombe County just North of Weaverville 
which is North of Asheville. Our lodge has 132 members at the present time. In 
1976 we had 177 members. Most of the membership were farmers or they worked 
in plants or factories in the Asheville area. 


They were true Masons. They let out no secrets. They did not talk about 
Masonry. They did not tell their sons, relatives or friends, until they were 
actually asked, anything about the Masonic lodge or how to become a member. 
Whatever they did, it was at the lodge. At Masonic funerals, you could see them 
in aprons, otherwise, there were no mention of Masons, except among Masons. 


Thus, my earliest recollections of the fact that my father and grandfather 
were Masons was when my grandfather, Charlie S. Ball, died in 1955 when I was 
eight years old. I attended his funeral and saw the Masonic graveside rites. 
Papaw Ball was buried at the Morgan Hill Baptist Church cemetery which is on 
a hill adjoining the Morgan Hill Baptist Church. Upstairs in the church building 
was Vance Masonic Lodge hall. It was only within the past two years that I 
learned that the man who conducted the Masonic funeral was John C. Vance, 
who was then deputy grand master of the Grand Lodge. Brother Vance had been 
an honorary member of Vance Lodge since 1941 when he became the lodge’s first 
honorary member. | 


Brother Vance was also the grandson of Robert B. Vance for whom Vance 
Lodge was named. Robert B. Vance was grand master in 1869 when Vance Lodge 
was granted a dispensation and later granted a charter. 


I was impressed with what John C. Vance said and did at the Masonic 
funeral for my grandfather but I do not recall just exactly what he said. Many 
Masons walked around the coffin and dropped something on the coffin. 


I do not recall any discussion among the family about Papaw Ball being a 
Mason and anything about it. I knew that my father was one but that was all 
I knew. 


As I grew up, I attended several other Masonic funerals in the family, 
including great uncles and an uncle. Again no one said much about the Masons 
or how you became one. 


When I was in college or law school, I knew that a good friend of mine was 
becoming a Mason and had to memorize something to advance. This was all that 
he told me. 


Later, when I started my chosen profession of law in the fall of 1972, I asked 
that same friend what it took to become a Mason. He told me that I had to ask 
for a petition and that no Mason could request another person to become a 
Mason. He said solicitation of members was strictly forbidden. 


Somehow, I had became aware that four Clevenger brothers (James Harold, 
Jerry, Mitch, and Jackie) in our community became Masons at the same time in 
Vance Lodge. Surely there must have been some discussion among them to 
become Masons at the same time. I had a brother, Morris, who is 8 years older 
than me, living in the same area. I asked this Mason friend of mine, G.D. 
Hensley, if I could ask Morris to petition the lodge the same time that I did. He

said sure. I could because I was not then a Mason but once I became a Mason, I 
could never ask him or anyone else again. I took Brother Hensley at his word. 


Several times, I asked Morris to join the lodge with me. “Lets petition 
together.” But he, like so many other people, was one to put off things. Finally, 
I asked my Masonic friend to get me a petition. I would go it alone. I gave up on 
Morris. 


Brother Hensley got me a petition. I read it. 


The thing I remember most is that you had to have two recommenders. I 
wanted my father, James Virge Ball, who had been a Mason since January 25, 
1930, to sign my petition as one of the recommenders. By this time, I was told of 
the requirement of the unanimous secret ballot to become a Mason. I thought if 
anyone knew of a good reason to reject or “black ball” me, it would be my Dad. 
He was a straight man. He lived a clean life and did not tolerate nonsense. 
Growing up, attending college, and law school, I knew that his word was law. 


I shall always remember in the fall of each year, while attending college and 
law school, he would say to me just before I left home, that I should study hard, 
keep my hair short, and not grow a beard. Just look at me now. Of course, when 
I came home at the end of the semester, sometimes I would have a beard. 


I went to my father’s home and I asked him if he would sign my petition as 
a recommender so that I could become a Mason and a member of Vance Lodge. 
My father, who had never talked to me about becoming a Mason, indicated that 
he was surprised and happy that I wanted to become a Mason. He, however, told 
me that he was declining my request that he recommend me. I asked him why. 
He said that he did not want in any way to be blamed or in fault if I was rejected 
for the degrees. What he told me did not make sense to me. It sure did not at the 
time. It upset me. 


I did not fill out the petition. If my own father was not going to recommend 
me, then I was never going to petition to become a Mason and especially 
petition to become a member of his lodge, Vance Lodge. In fact, I think I threw 
away that petition. 


Sometime later, Brother Hensley asked me why I never turned in the 
petition. I told him that I was never going to unless my Dad signed as a 
recommender. G.D. brought me a petition several days later and told me to fill 
it out and he would get my Dad to sign as a recommender. And the rest is history. 


I became a Mason and an active member of my lodge. I was raised to the 
sublime degree of Master Mason on January 20, 1973 and was the master of the 
lodge for the year 1977. I was able to call my own father “Brother” for approxi- 
mately 5 years until his death. 


My father was always the quite silent type and while progressing through 
the degrees, I would ask him questions and he would respond by telling me to 
“wait, you'll find out.” He just never discussed Freemasonry with me until I 
became a Master Mason. 


Each of you remember the day or night that you became a Master Mason. 
After it was all over with, each of you were asked if you wanted to say something. 
All I can remember is that I thanked the lodge for letting me become a Master 
Mason and that would the members of the lodge please tell my Dad that he could 
talk to me now about Masonry. After all, I was then a Master Mason like my Dad! 


As I said my Dad was the quite silent type and we have many like him in our 
lodge and I am sure that there are many in each of the subordinate lodges in 
North Carolina. 


In defense of my Dad not wanting to recommend me at first, I want to say a 
few things. I discovered that because of the fact that my Dad worked the different 
shifts, “swing shifts” as they are called, at the American Enka Corporation in 
Candler, North Carolina, he was not able to attend lodge on a regular basis but 
he always paid his dues. Much later, he told me that the was reluctant to sign 
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my petition because he did not consider himself an active mason since he had not 
been able to attend lodge like he wanted to. He was afraid that the recommen- 
dation of a “card carrying Mason” would not mean much. 


My brethren, I say that he was wrong. Without the Masons who pay the dues 
over all the years, no lodge would be able to function and survive. It is the dues 
that keep the lodges going. Of course we need the ones attending and participat- 
ing in the ritual but look around the next time you are “at lodge” and ask yourself 
“if only the ones attending lodge were the ones actually required to support the 
facilities, pay the light bill, etc., could they do it?” I sincerely doubt it. 


While I am on this subject, I will inform you that even though my Dad did 
not attend the lodge for many years, he did attend after I became a Master Mason 
and he had retired from his plant work. He was the one member who has made 
a lasting contribution to the lodge. He donated the real property on which the 
lodge hall is now located. 


I would also like to add that all Master Masons are in good standing when 
they have their dues paid for the current year and as such they are entitled to all 
the rights, privileges, and benefits of a Master Mason regardless of how active 
they are in attending lodge or participating in the rituals. This includes the right 
to request a Masonic funeral. Here again is another interesting aspect of 
Freemasonry, the member or his family has to request a Masonic funeral. 


I tell you this because one night I attended family night at the funeral home 
of one of our deceased brothers. This just happened to be a half-hour before we 
had our regular stated communication so I went early with another member of 
our lodge. The son of our deceased brother was a past master of our lodge. He told 
us that the family had wanted Masonic graveside rites but were hesitant to ask, 
and in fact, did not ask because his “Dad” and he, himself, had not been attending 
lodge for some period of time. As a result of our conversation, it was decided that 
the brother would indeed have a Masonic funeral and the family afterwards told 
us how impressive it was. This “card carrying mason” as some may have called 
him was as much a Master Mason as anyone else in the lodge. 


Therefore, my brethren, I urge you not to be too critical of those Master Masons 
who are not attending your lodge. They are helping in their own ways: the payment 
of dues and donations to the lodge projects including the masonic charities. 


This is a different subject matter, but I wanted to mention it. 


Anyway back to the subject at hand — non-solicitation of membership and 
how to enlist new members without solicitation. 


After becoming Master Masons, we fail to take advantage of our new status 
as Master Masons to indirectly encourage others to become Masons. We are 
taught never to solicit members. Yet, we are not told how we can encourage 
others to take the step to request a petition by our words and actions. 


We do not tell the uninformed and non-Masons that Masons do not solicit 
memberships. We fail to tell them: “That is why we do not and cannot ask you to 
become a Mason.” We are free to inform them that one needs only to ask a Mason 
and he will be told what steps are necessary to become a Mason. But do we? 

In our public and private lives, we miss many opportunities to inform, and 
thus, we may have been the direct or indirect cause of many individuals not 
petitioning to become Masons. Our complete silence on this matter has hurt us. 
It may have also been one of the major reasons in our decline in memberships. 


I can cite examples from my own Masonic life. Listen to what I say and, my 
Brethren, you may be able to remember examples from your own Masonic life. 


In my early years as a Master Mason, I responded only when I was directly 
asked about Masonry. I am sure that each of us are able to say that because of 
our friendship or relationship with others that they have sought to become 
Masons. They asked and we responded. But think of the number that may have 
actually asked us how to become Masons if we had taken the time to inform them 
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of the first steps to become a Mason. 


After I had become a Master Mason in 1973, I did not discuss the subject with 
my blood brother Morris on how to become a Master Mason until I was asked by 
him. The way and manner this came about may cause you to think about the 
point that I am trying to make — the missed opportunities to inform. As I said, 
I became active in my lodge. I learned the lectures and put on all three degrees 
by the time I was master of the lodge in 1977. The year I was master, I conducted 
seven or eight Masonic funerals. I became a certified lecturer that fall. One of the 
funerals was for a great uncle and one was for a cousin. My brother, Morris, 
attended those funerals. 


In the Fall of 1977, after I became a certified lecturer, my brother, Morris, 
was at my home and noticed the framed certificate on my wall. He asked what 
it was and I told him. He then told me something that I have always remembered. 
He told me something to the effect: “Forrest, for some time something has been 
bothering me. You asked me to join the lodge with you before you became a 
Mason. Since you became a Mason, you quit asking me. Have you and the lodge 
become too good for me. Am I not worthy for you to ask me to become a Mason. 
Why have you not asked me again?” 


Well, brethren, he was not asking for a petition. He was asking me after the 
lapse of 5 years why I had never asked him to become a Mason again. 


I told my brother: “Morris. We cannot ask you to become a Mason. Solicita- 
tion is prohibited. You must ask for a petition yourself. You must come into the 
lodge of your own free will and accord or choice. That is why I have never asked 
you to become a Mason.” 


Morris said: “Forrest, you do remember asking me back in 1972, don’t you?” 


I said: “Yes — but that was before I became a Master Mason. I wanted you 
to petition and join with me but you never did. I was told that I could never ask 
you again once I became a Master Mason and I never did. I have always thought 
that you would make a great Master Mason and you have always been worthy 
in my eyes. I just could not ask you. I thought that I had told you that back in 1972 
when we talked about petitioning the lodge together. IfI did not tell you that then 
I'm sorry. If I did tell you that and you don't remember, then I am also sorry. In 
any event, you now know to become a Mason you have to petition the lodge 
without any solicitation.” 


Morris also told me that he had thought that I had become “stuck up” when 
I became a Mason and that I did not want him to become a Master Mason or I 
would have talked to him about it. This was not so. I told him that any Mason 
would want his brother to become a Master Mason. I told him that since I became 
a Master Mason, I always wanted him to become a Master Mason but I just could 
not ask him to become one. “That is the way of Freemasonry.” 


That night Morris asked for a petition and I am happy to report that he was 
elected to membership and is a member of Vance Lodge. I am proud that I raised 
him and coached him on all three degrees. 


In preparing for this talk, I have looked back over the years and asked myself 
why I did not take the opportunity the many times I saw Morris from 1973 to 1977 
to tell Morris something about Masonry and let him know that he would not be 
asked to become a Mason and that he needed to petition the lodge and how to go 
about doing it. Had I done this, would he have petitioned earlier? I do not know, 
but I do know that I did not take the opportunity to “inform” someone dear and 
close to me. This was a missed opportunity. Informing is not solicitation. 


Likewise, I have asked myself of the many close friends and family members 
that I have also failed to discuss masonry with and the first necessary step of the 
non-mason to request a petition. I am afraid that the number would be so great 
that it would be embarrassing to enumerate today. These were all lost opportu- 
nities. They may have also resulted in the decline of membership. 


I believe that each of you today may have to admit the same as to lost 
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opportunities. Thisis on a one-to-one, or face-to-face basis. Remember when once 
lost, that opportunity is gone forever. There may be other opportunities and then 
again, there may be never another opportunity like to one that you just passed. 


I had a brother, Quinton, who was some 12 years older than me. He lived in 
Batavia, Ohio, just northeast of Cincinnati. He was a Mason. He died on June 24, 
2000. We were close and I was asked to speak at his funeral. From the 
handwritten remarks that I made on that emotional day, I share with you the 
following portions: 


“Then he became my Masonic brother. We came from a Masonic family. Our 
father, grandfather, and great grandfather and many of our uncles and cousins 
were Masons and members of Vance Lodge. In North Carolina, itis Ancient, Free 
and Accepted Masons. In Ohio, its Free and Accepted Masons. I became a Master 
Mason in 1973 and Morris in 1978. All in the same Masonic lodge, Vance Lodge 
No. 293, Stocksville, N.C. In North Carolina and I believe in Ohio, a Mason 
cannot ask or solicit a non-Mason to be a Mason. This is because he has to petition 
of his own free will and accord. 


We have a saying now and you can see it on bumper stickers with the Masonic 
emblem. “2 B 1 (Masonic Emblem) Ask 1.” 


I share this with you today to let you know that this is the way in case you 
have been wondering why no Mason has asked you to join his lodge. 


I became a Master Mason in 1973 after petitioning the lodge in late 1972 and 
5 years later, I was the Worshipful Master of my lodge in 1977. Morris asked me 
in 1977 why I had never asked him to be a Mason. I told him: “Morris we can't 
ask you. You have to ask us.” Morris asked and he was elected to receive the 
degrees in 1977 and became a Master Mason in 1978. 


I cherish the memory that both our Dad and myself were present for the 
Master Mason degree. 


In 1978, our father died and he had a Masonic funeral and a month later our 
Uncle John died and he had a Masonic funeral which I conducted for our lodge. 


So Quinton came back to Uncle John’s funeral and I was very emotional in 
delivering the services and as I talked and performed the ritual that I had done 
several times, I often cried — such as I am doing now. 


Quinton, having seen two Masonic funerals within a month, April and May, 
1978, later asked me at my home before returning to Ohio, how he could be a 
Mason and join our lodge. 


I told him basically what I told Morris. He had to ask and since he lived in 
Ohio that he should find out who were the Masons in his community in Ohio and 
petition that lodge. 


He took my advice but he was slow. I told him in May 1978 how to ask for a 
petition and it was not until March 3, 1990 that he became a Master Mason.” 


Then 1 told those assembled at the funeral home that I would like to share 
the many things that we did together as Masons even though we lived so far 
apart, he in Ohio and I in North Carolina. However, I would not do it because “I 
know that I would become so emotional”. “Suffice it to say that we became even 
more closer as Brothers and without this Masonic tie we would not have beenthe 
true brothers we were to each other.” 


Today, I would like to share with you some of the things that we did together 
as Masons. 


On January 27, 1990, my brother Morris and 1 drove to Ohio and were 
present when Quinton was passed to the degree of Fellow Craft. Due to his work 
and matters beyond his control, my brother, Morris, was not able to be present 
when Quinton was raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason. However, I was 
present for the third degree on March 3, 1990, and I took with me twenty (20) 
Masons for a total of twenty (21) Masons from the 62™ Masonic District in North 
Carolina. The travelling brethren left my office in Mars Hill on that Saturday 
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morning at 6:00 a.m. and returned to Mars Hill on Sunday morning at 6:00 A. M., 
a round trip of approximately 848 miles. I shall always be grateful for those fine 
Master Masons who made this important trip with me. 

It was my privilege to participate in my brother, Quinton's Third Degree by 
being one of the non-speaking Fellowcrafts and by presenting to Brother Quinton 
on behalf of Hamer Lodge No. 228, a Masonic Bible and with it the North 
Carolina Bible lecture or charge. This was the first time members of Hamer 
Lodge had heard the Bible charge. They wanted a copy of it and later Quinton 
learned the Bible charge or lecture and it is still being used in Hamer Lodge No. 
228. I might add that this is the charge that our North Carolina Masonic brother, 
Kolen Flack, wrote. Most of you know Brother Flack from his years as Grand 
Lecturer and his service as Grand Recorder of the North Carolina Grand York Rite. 


I was present when Quinton became a Shriner at the Syrian Temple on 
December 8, 1990 in Cincinnati. We toured the Shrine Hospital together. 


On February 29, 1992, Vance Lodge No. 293, with the assistance of Masons 
from other lodges in the 62** Masonic District, travelled to Ohio and conferred 
the Third Degree on Donald Locke “D. L.” Whitt and William Timothy Conkis. 
Twenty-four Masons made the trip for the degree. The Bible lecture and the Bible 
from Vance Lodge was presented by Quinton Q. Ball, Senior Deacon of Hamer 
Lodge No. 228, Owensville, Ohio. 


Later in the same year on June 13, 1992, Hamer Lodge No. 228 traveled to 
Vance Lodge and conferred the third degree on one of its members, Robert “Bob” 
Mounce. I might add that Hamer Lodge requested that I present the Bible and 
give the Bible charge to Brother Mounce which I did. 


It is interesting to note that Brother D.L. Whitt who was raised in 
Quinton’s lodge in Ohio on Leap Year Day, 1992 was Master of Vance Lodge for 
the years 1998 and 1999. Quinton and I both participated in his installations. 
Ohio Mason Bob Mounce who was raised in Vance Lodge here in North 
Carolina on June 13, 1992 was master for Hamer Lodge No. 228 for the year 
1998. I was present at his installation. 


Quinton and I exchanged visits at our two lodges. I installed Quinton as 
master of Hamer Lodge for the 1995 year. I was surprised when I was elected an 
honorary member of Hamer Lodge in 1995 and my own brother presented me the 
honorary membership certificate when I visited his lodge with Randy Flack and 
Arnold Garrison. I told Quinton about the cave degree in Tennessee and he and 
I together with several members of his lodge watched the cave degree in 1993. 
Then two years later, I had the privilege to be with Quinton and his lodge when 
Hamer Lodge with Quinton presiding and conferring both sections of the Ohio 
Third Degree on Todd Cousineu at the 24^ Annual Eblen’s Cave Degree on 
August 19, 1995, hosted by Union Lodge No. 38, F&AM, Kingston, Tennessee. 
According to information furnished by Thomas Boduch, who was master of 
Union Lodge in 1995, there were 227 Masons present for the cave degree 
representing 105 lodges and 14 states. 


My brethren, if you have not attended and watched one of those Master 
Mason degrees from different states conferred in Eblen Cave each year you have 
missed something! For your information, Keystone Lodge No. 726, Charlotte, 
N.C. conferred the North Carolina Master Mason’s Degree on David Joseph 
McGaffigan on August 19, 1989 at the 18 Annual Eblen’s Cave Degree and then 
later conferred the Third Degree on Mark Jennings on August 21, 1999 at the 28" 
Annual Eblen’s Cave Degree. The Master Mason degree is always on a Saturday 
in August in the cave. The Friday night before the cave degree, there is usually 
a First or Second Degree conferred in Union Lodge Hall. On Friday, August 14, 
1998, the North Carolina Fellowcraft degree was conferred on Rickie Marl Foor 
by Creasy Proctor Lodge No. 679, Fayetteville, N.C. We should be proud of these 
activities of our own Masonic lodges, Keystone Lodge No. 726 and Creasy Proctor 
Lodge No. 679! 
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While 1 have deviated from the subject matter of my talk, let me add that 
those who travel together as a group to be spectators or participants in the ritual 
at one of these special Masonic events, know what I mean when I say what a great 
time of Masonic fellowship we have in the trip itself. On Thursday of this week, 
I learned that Black Mountain Lodge No. 663 is having a Rock Quarry Degree 
on Saturday September 23, 2000 with a meal at 4:00 p.M.and two Third Degrees 
at 6:00 p.m. Come as a group to that Masonic event and you will see and feel what 
I am talking about. 


Now back to my Masonic relationship with my brother. Quinton was elected 
an honorary member of Vance Lodge in 1998 and I had the privilege to present 
him his honorary membership certificate in my home lodge on the same night 
that he presented to me my twenty-five year certificate and lapel pin from the 
Grand Lodge on behalf of my lodge. I installed the officers of Hamer Lodge for the 
year 1999 and Quinton was one of the installing officers of Vance Lodge for the 
years 1998 and 1999. He was always donating to our projects such as the recently 
completed robe project. When Vance Lodge used its robes for the first time for 
three Third Degrees on June 17, 2000, Quinton and seven other members of 
Hamer Lodge was present. Quinton presented the candidates their Bibles and 
gave the Bible lecture. Then, the very next Saturday, June 24, 2000, Quinton left 
to be to be with his Creator. He answered the call. 


As I was preparing my remarks for his funeral and for some time after, I 
thought what it would have been like if we had been Master Masons together for 
a longer period. I had been a MasterMason for 17 years when Quinton became 
a Master Mason. Then he was a Master Mason for only 10 years. But during those 
10 years, he and I lived and talked Masonry. What a real relationship we had 
together while we were both Masons! 


Yet, as I look back, except for our conversation in May 1978 after Uncle 
John’s funeral, at no time did we discuss how to become a Mason again. I should 
have encouraged him by reminding him that he had to ask. I did not. After 
Quinton became a Master Mason, it was every evident that he loved Masonry and 
his lodge. He was very active. 


I cannot help but ask myself: “What if.” We all go through this stage after 
someone close to us dies. But in Quinton’s case, from 1973 to 1990, except for one 
time, I really missed many opportunities to tell him about Masonry and the 
reason that he was not being asked to become a Mason was the prohibition 
against solicitation. 

Therefore, when I was including my comments about Masonry for his 
funeral, it occurred to me that here was an opportunity that I should not and 
would not miss, or loose. Thus, I made my comments. Whether or not, the seeds 
sown will flourish and grow, I do not know, nor may I every know because it was 
in Ohio. 

I do know and believe that we, as Master Masons, should inform the world 
about our great fraternity and the fact that solicitation is prohibited at each and 
every opportunity if we are to survive and gain new members. 


When there are Masonic funerals, we should have brief introductory re- 
marks made by the presiding minister that informs those assembled what 
freemasonry is, what it stands for, what the lodge is, and how membership is 
acquired without solicitation. That to become a Mason, you must ask a Mason. 
Surely with all the wise and well informed Masons that we have, especially in 
North Carolina, we can prepare such remarks and request the minister to read 
it to those assembled for the funeral and invite all to attend and listen to the 
graveside rites. Remember during the funeral ritual, it is acknowledged that our 
deceased brother “came into this fraternity of his own free will and accord and 
dwelt a brother among us.” However, it is not explained what this means. 


Likewise, when we as Masons and members of a lodge attend a religious 
service as a Masonic group, we should also request the minister to read such 
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introductory and explanatory comments about Freemasonry and how member- 
ship is acquired without solicitation. “To Be a Mason, Ask a Mason” should be 
emphasized. This approach is not be solicitation. It will be merely informing and 
apprising the world. 


In conclusion, my brethren, the survival of our great fraternity and our 
Masonic lodges depends upon the action of U “N” I as Most Worshipful Grand 
Master Cathey has been so astutely advising us this year. If each of us present 
today would take the time to inform some non-Masons who we feel worthy of 
becoming Masons about Freemasonry, our individual lodges, the fact that we do 
not solicit members, why we do not solicit new members, and how to become as 
member by asking for a petition, then I submit to you that the fraternity will 
survive and increase in membership. 


Remember we have many opportunities to so inform by doing it in person on 
a person-to-person or face-to-face basis with the individual non-Mason, or in 
public by having the comments made at church services attended by a group of 
Master Masons, or comments made at a funeral of one of our deceased brothers. 


I have already informed you that as of December 31, 1999, we had 56,595 
Master Masons in North Carolina. Ifeach ofthose Master Masons informed only 
one non-mason and that person petitioned and became a member ofa lodge, then 
we would double our present membership. We know that will not happen. 


I believe that it is safe to assume that all the delegates here today are the 
leaders of our lodges and the Grand Lodge. 


Therefore, I challenge each of you to contact a least one non-mason a month 
from this date forward and inform him of Freemasonry, the prohibition against 
solicitation as being the reason that no Mason has ever asked him or anyone to 
become a Mason or join your lodge, and how to become a Master Mason. 
Remember “To Be a Mason Ask A Mason.” I also challenge each of you to return 
to your home lodges and challenge each member who attends on a regular basis 
to do the same. Just think of the number of contacts with non-masons that these 
10 to 20 Master Masons who attend your lodge regularly may be able to make 
each month. Then, my brethren, lets see how many North Carolina Master 
Masons there will be as of December 31, 2001. | 


I believe that together “You and I” can meet this task. The survival of 
Freemasonry, the greatest fraternity the world has ever known, does and will 
depend on you and I. 


Now, my Brethren, go forth and do your work as Men and Masons! 
Thank you for your diligence and attention!

The following report of John A. Rose, Administrator of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home, Inc., was received, entered on the record, and referred to the 
Board of Directors. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


What a joy to be writing my 7" report to the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 
This report will concentrate on what has happened during this unusual abbre- 
viated Masonic year. Albeit a short year, I am pleased with the Home's activities 
during fiscal year 2000. 


Our fraternal members who are eligible for admission to MESH have long 
desired the expansion of the independent living village. Fifteen of perhaps as 
many as fifty new two-bedroom patio homes are now under construction. Those 
admitted apply through a new residence and care agreement that was adopted 
last year. Twenty-seven applications have been approved and we have 75 other 
eligible persons who have asked to remain on the MESH interest list. This 
program allows MESH to better amortize its expenses and, perhaps, further 
reduce its annual deficit. 


As administrators, David Grissom with the Masonic Home for Children and 
I have been busy with the Jones Masonic Campus, Inc. Organizing the corpora- 
tion has been time consuming and rewarding. No physical improvements have 
been completed on this beautiful property in Carteret County at this time. 
Leonard Safrit, our Junior Grand Deacon, has done an exemplary job trying to 
balance his own persona! life and the demands placed upon him as chairman of 
this new dimension. The emphasis at this time is in land planning and site 
development. The MESH and Masonic Home for Children are jointly operating 
this project. According to the basic plan it will become a Masonic retreat center, 
children’s camp, and retirement community. 


This year the MESH Board of Directors revised the admission policy to 
include the mother of an eligible North Carolina Eastern Star member. 


On August 14, 2000, Brother Troy Robbins passed away in the MESH Care 
and Wellness Center. Troy and his wife Lillian have lived at MESH since 
November of 1995. Troy was the Superintendent of MESH from 1961 until 1974. 
He is responsible for much of the structure and development of MESH and will 
be sorely missed. Troy was well known and loved by fraternal members, his 
church family, residents in this Home, and representatives of Masonic Homes 
throughout America. MESH will continue to look after Lillian and will be for her 
all that Troy Robbins wanted it to be. 


The Grand Master and MESH Board reports note that the new MESH Care 
and Wellness Center has opened and that the old care center will either be 
renovated for a useful purpose or demolished. I cannot tell you how rewarding 
it is to walk through this center. It is a “Home” and not an institution. The 
fraternity can be proud of all that it is and how it was done. 


While studying the possible uses for the old Care Center, MESH will lease 
two floors of this facility and will receive lease revenue. This will help make up 
for part of the income that will be less than thought for FY 2001. These revenue 
losses are (1) a pharmacy benefit through Partners Insurance, (2) reimburse- 
ment for those receiving interim skilled nursing services at MESH, and, (3) the 
Ruck Endowment Fund was unable to contribute this year to MESH. We 
anticipate Medicare certification within the next several months and pray for a 
better economic market during fiscal year 2001. 


The Board of Directors of MESH deserves special recognition as we continue 
to adhere to an ethical and sound business plan. The MESH annual budget 
exceeds $5.2 million. Every major vendor must routinely compete for the honor 
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of serving your Masonic charity. This has irritated some vendors who have lost 
business contracts or opportunities to do business with MESH. Nevertheless, 
MESH will continue to take the appropriate road and invest and spend every 
dollar prudently. 


Charles Cathey, as grand master and chairman of the MESH Board of 
Directors has spoken softly but expected much. In his too short tenure he has 
accomplished many things and brought an air of camaraderie to MESH and its 
supporting fraternities. He has the love and respect of every resident and 
employee of MESH and has set an example of what “Unity” is all about. 


Alice Smith, worthy grand matron of the Grand Chapter is serving as vice 
chairperson of the Board of Directors. Under her leadership we will be chal- 
lenged to be all that we can be. She will, for the remainder of the year, further 
the great work of those who preceded her and who positioned our Home to serve 
in this next century. 


The Grand Lodge staff under the direction of our Grand Secretary, Walt 
Clapp, has been very helpful in the past year. The Masons of North Carolina are 
fortunate to have such friendly and capable professionals at our side. 


The residents of MESH send their sincere and fraternal appreciation to the 
Masons of North Carolina. Freemasonry may no longer erect temporal build- 
ings; we do, however, erect spiritual temples to the glory of God. You, as Masons, 
have the ability to look past wrinkles and the glassy eye of age. You assure that 
the residents in our care have value, worth and dignity. You are the rare people 
who understand that we are all children of God, just some older than others.

Report of the Board of Directors 
Masonic and Eastern Star Homeof North Carolina, Inc. 


(Docket No. 9) 


The following report of the Board of Directors of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home was received and entered on the record. 


To The Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


During this abbreviated Masonic year, the Board of Directors convened 
their regular meetings on a different schedule than the normal quarterly 
meetings. MESH met in May, August, and is scheduled to meet in November 
with the Board of Directors of the Masonic Home for Children. This joint meeting 
is, in part, to identify opportunities to become more efficient by reducing 
duplicities in governing these Masonic charities. 


The Board of Directors is comprised of 20 qualified members of whom 12 are 
Masons and 8 are members of the Eastern Star. The grand master serves as 
chairman. The deputy grand master and senior grand warden are members by 
virtue of their position. The other Masonic members are appointed by the grand 
master and elected by the voting members of Grand Lodge at the annual 
communication. The many important responsibilities of the Board are directed 
through committees and, when necessary, ad hoc committees. Standing commit- 
tees are instrumental in maintaining efficient and effective operations of your 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home. These committees include Admissions, Per- 
sonnel, Finance, Buildings and Grounds, Real Estate, Long Range Planning, 
and the Investment Committee. Two ad-hoc committees: Construction and 
Charter Study continue their important work. The Construction Committee 
directs and oversees the current Independent Living expansion project. The 
Charter Study Committee, with input from the Long-Range Planning Commit- 
tee, will complete a revision of our Bylaws and Corporate Charter. Board counsel 
Clark Brewer is serving as special advisor for this purpose. 
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The Board of Directors receive regular reports from the administrator 
which relate to the daily operations of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


We are pleased with the home's activities during 2000. The rising cost 
inherent with labor and health care make it imperative that we continue to 
study economies, efficiencies, and revenue sources in order to keep the 
operating budget under control. For nearly six years MESH has plowed a 
portion of savings back into the Home's resident care program which result in 
an improvement in our residents' quality of care and life. 


One important activity highlighted this Masonic year is the expansion of 
the independent living village. In June we broke ground on fifteen of as many 
as fifty new two-bedroom patio homes. Admission to this village is through a 
new residence and care agreement that was reported to the Grand Lodge last 
year. MESH continues to be a charitable operation and continues to have the 
assigned asset admission system. However, under the parallel admission 
system, it is no longer necessary to assign a portion of one's assets to MESH. 
This village has been designed by a focus group and is in response to the 
requests of members of the fraternity. It is something in which we can all be 
proud. Our fraternal appreciation is extended to all those who had the vision 
and the faith to see this important part of the business plan become a reality. 


A new corporation to be known as “The Jones Masonic Campus” has 
become a reality. Sixty acres of beautiful property in Carteret County has been 
donated to the Masonic charities in North Carolina for the purpose of a 
Masonic retreat center, children's camp, and retirement community. There 
have been no physical improvements as yet; however, land planning and 
zoning is underway. 


The MESH Board of Directors addressed a long-standing issue surround- 
ing admission eligibility. An eligible Master Mason's wife, mother, sister, 
daughter, and widow are eligible for admission to MESH. This year, ironically 
on the day following Mother's Day, the admission policy was expanded to 
include the mother of an eligible Eastern Star member. 


The Grand Master's message notes that the new MESH Care and Wellness 
Center has opened and that the old care center will either be renovated for a 
useful purpose or demolished. The MESH Board of Directors, while studying 
its potential use, has leased two floors of this facility to a local nursing home 
that is building a new facility in Greensboro. MESH will receive lease revenue 
from an otherwise vacant building and hope to offset part of the revenues that 
have been less than anticipated for FY 2000 and 2001. 


As this is a short Masonic year, there has been no change in the audited 
figures for 1999. At this writing the MESH overall operating and capital 
expenses are within budget. We have lost three anticipated revenue sources. 
Partner's Insurance no longer offers a pharmacy benefit and, until MESH is 
certified for Medicare, Partner's Insurance may no longer provide reimburse- 
ment for those receiving interim skilled nursing services in our new Care and 
Wellness Center. Also, the Ruck Endowment Fund administered by the Grand 
Chapter Order ofthe Eastern Star made no contribution to MESH after a less 
than desirable investment year. We anticipate becoming Medicare certified in 
the next several months and hope for a better investment climate in fiscal year 
2001. 


Each resident served in your Masonic and Eastern Star Home represents 
more than a name. Each contribution and dollar spent represents more than 
money. Your home is tangible evidence of the extent to which Masons and 
Eastern Star members accept their obligation. Charity is love and your 
continued love is needed. 


On behalf of your Board of Directors, “Thank You” for your continued 
attention to this, one of the purest forms of charity that can be found. The Bible 
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reminds us to plead the widow's cause and to visit the fatherless in their 
affliction. What better example is there than our Masonic Charities.

Report of the Committee on the 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home 


(Docket No. 10) 


The following report of the Committee on the Masonic and Eastern Star 
Home was received entered on the record, and referred to the Board of Directors 
of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


In accordance with Regulation 38-17 of The Code of the Grand Lodge of 
North Carolina, this Committee made its annual visit, inspection and evalua- 
tion of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home herein (MESH) on August 11, 2000. 
Members present were John R. Terrell, Roy C. Harris, and Leonard Safrit Jr. 


The committee was fortunate to be able to join a detailed orientation held for 
new members of the Board of Directors at MESH on this day. We sincerely 
appreciate the efforts of Kay Ellison, Administrative Assistant for the arrange- 
ments. This afternoon session was designed to start at 1:00 p.m. and last about 
two hours. The session started at the proper time, but our committee did not 
adjourn until well after 5:00 p.m. The volume of information from the staff, the 
completeness of a facility tour and a very thorough group of questions from the 
committee made for a full afternoon. 


This report will differ in format from those given by this committee in 
recent years. Traditionally the report is full of facts and figures on finances, 
bricks, mortar and information on logistics. While those areas will be dealt 
with, the essence of this report will be to try to convey to the members of our 
fraternity the extraordinary spirit of the professional team that is involved in 
the care of our elderly. 


Our committee met in the multipurpose room of the New Care Center. 
Administrator John Rose welcomed us and immediately began with the proper 
background information concerning finances. Thus the first area of our com- 
ments center on the area of financial responsibility. 


The committee found MESH to be engaged in a plan started just a few years 
ago to stop deficit spending. Following this plan, our administrator, the Assis- 
tant Administrator Tiffany Roberson and Business and Personnel Services 
Director Lynne Hughes have lead MESH to an expenses growth rate of only a 
2.63 percent average over the last five years. Nationally health care expense has 
grown at an alarming double-digit rate in each of those same years. Additionally, 
as this report will show later, this containment of cost at MESH did not come at 
the expense of our residents. 


In contrast to the home’s excellent achievement in holding down cost is the 
growth in the receipts of income from all sources. Particularly interesting is the 
gain of the fraternal section of the income statement. This income was approxi- 
mately $1 million annually in 1996 and now exceeds $1.5 million. This would 
tend to be a testament to the generosity of the craft as nurtured by the efforts of 
Director of Development Jim Medlin. 


The committee examined the summary of insurance coverage as prepared 
by Jackie Ireland Jr. The coverages appeared to match needs in all areas of 
liability, property and automotive risk. 


The committee has been given a twenty-three-page report from PGM Bill 
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Simpson's Long Range Planning Committee. This document states plainly that 
“+ will never be finished.” We recommend the reading of this report to all 
supporters of the home, and we solicit comments to the committee on long 
range planning. 

In brief, the Committee found MESH to be financially solvent. Funds 
donated to the home appear to have been wisely used, and the membership 
should feel very comfortable in continuing to increase our support. 


The committee inspected the physical plant of MESH. Though the campus 
has recently been hit with three storms, continued disruption from construction 
(15 independent living cottages are now being built) and renovation in the Bass 
Care Center, Michael Midkiff and his crew have managed to keep the home 
looking good. 


While the young age of the Wellness Center makes it appearance pleasant, 
the atmosphere inside the center goes beyond expectation. The cleanliness of 
this building is outstanding. Anyone who has ever visited any other similar 
facilities will appreciate this obvious dedication the staff has shown. While we 
realize the center was built to be state-of-the-art, it is gratifying to see it being 
operated as such. Overall we found the buildings and grounds worthy of the 
pride of the Fraternity. 


The committee and the new Directors of MESH had the opportunity to hear 
first hand from the heads of the different departments. 


We traced a path through the MESH organizational chart by hearing from 
each of the following: 


e Nursing — Peggy Shoffner 

e Residential and Assisted Living— Rebecca Burton 
e Social Services— Bettie Lea Knight 

e Activities— Lisa Freitas 

e Dietary Services— Ronald Leroux 


Their explanation of each team's responsibilities and the talents each 
possesses to apply to these responsibilities are very impressive. But that is not 
the whole story. One would expect the staff selected to do this work would be 
professional. The staff clearly understands the mission of MESH. Not only is the 
staff sharply capable, but it is evident that the staff has compassionate loving 
hearts, too. We listened as this spirit became very evident in each department 
head's talk. 


Many comments during the speeches gave hints as to how this team makes 
it happen. Such comments as “We work in our residents home" or “This is a home 
I want to move into," or "These people are a part of my family" were spoken as 
if part of any job description. Excellence in attitude seems the rule not the 
exception. Upon a visit into the rooms of several of our residential care 
occupants, we might have expected a landlord-tenant type atmosphere to 
develop. Nothing could be further from the truth. Our escort went to great 
lengths to apologize to our residents for the inconvenience we were causing. 
Smiles and pleasant conversation ruled. It was a neat, warm feeling. Each 
Mason in North Carolina needs to take time to visit MESH and examine these 
peoples' means of creating this atmosphere. 


With this in mind the committee chose to make recommendations that with 
one exception are not the traditional building and grounds items. We chose to 
emphasize items of policy for the Directors consideration. 

The Committee recommends to the Board of Directors: 

1. Continued support ofthe staffin their efforts of"raisingthe bar of services 

by amortizing the cost of care." The independent cottages now under 


construction appear to be an excellent example. Future cash flow from 
this project should enable the high cost care of the Wellness Center to be 
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available to those who are able to pay as well as those less fortunate. 


2. Pay particular attention to the census of MESH and adopt such 
programs and admission policies as needed to insure proper steward- 
ship of all facilities. 

3. Commend the staffon the impressive operation of MESH and continue to 
support the spirit of love and concern of the residents demonstrated by 
the employees and testified to by those residents. 


4. Re-evaluate carefully the future use of the Bass Care Center Building. 
5. Continue to update the long range plan. 


6. Devote proper time and effort to the education of all North Carolina 
Masons on the fine facility we operate in Greensboro. 


The committee found that although the facilities the fraternity has helped 
to provide are superior and the financial picture is bright, the true jewel may 
well be the team of caring staff members that has been assembled.

Although the number of 
children will fluctuate, we still need to make our committees aware that we can 
care for approximately 50 more children. The administrator has met with the 
various civic groups, Masonic lodges and state organizations to emphasize our 
programs, and the response has been positive. Groups who once thought our 
Home only takes one classification of children are realizing our Home is credible 
with an excellent track record for the care of children and are beginning to make 
referrals for admission. Although our Home still receives no State or Federal 
funding, it is important that more agencies and groups realize our Home is a 
positive option for admission. 


Our computer project that was promoted through the calendar program for 
the year 2000 is in full operation and our children are enjoying the benefits of 
this wonderful endeavor. Many thanks to all of our Brethren for your support 
and helping us to see this dream become a reality. 


The MSAP (Masonic Student Assistant Program) has been a great program 
to help teachers across our state to help kids. Our Home has hosted one workshop 
on Campus in 2000 and two more are scheduled for September and November 
2000. Many thanks to all of our Brethren for encouraging teachers and school 
officials in your area to attend these vital three-day programs. If you need more 
information or wish to receive material about MSAP, please call our toll free 
number: 1-888-505-4357 and we will be delighted to answer your questions.

During our meetings on the campus, we 
have reviewed the budget, various programs and projects and find quality care 
is continuing as a priority for all the children. 


One of the main areas our Board has addressed is the census. At the writing 
of this report, our current population is 120 children. Our Board strongly 
encourages all ofour Masonic Lodges and Masons across the state to be sensitive 
to the needs of children in their communities and ifa situation arises where our 
Home can assist a child or children, please recommend them for possible 
admission. If you need information or an application for admission, please 
contact The Masonic Home for Children at 1-888-505-4357. 


As our Brethren will recall, a beautiful calendar program was distributed to 
all Masons across North Carolina during 1999. The calendar, under the direction

The MSAP (Masonic Student Assistant Program) has been a tremendous 
program which has “Helped Teachers to Help Kids.” Three workshops, consist- 
ing of three days of intense training on our campus, will be conducted during the 
calendar year 2000. This is the first program of its kind in our state which is 
totally supported by our Fraternity. We encourage teachers and school admin- 
istrators to become a part of this excellent program as it provides the tools for 
educators to recognize students who are at risk. For further information or to 
receive material on the MSAP Program, please call our toll free number: 1-888- 
505-4357, and we will be glad to assist you. 

As our Board of Directors continue to study our many possibilities for the 
future, we have secured an architect to review the current needs of our campus 
and to assist us with Long Range Strategic Planning. Among the list of priorities 
is the need for a new Infirmary. As our planning becomes more visible, we will 
let our Brethren know through The North Carolina Mason and by letter what 
steps we are taking to bring our possibilities to reality. 

Finally, as this has been a short year for his term as Grand Master Charles 
E. Cathey has made a tremendous impact on our Fraternity. Through his 
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leadership, loving spirit, kind heart, and knowledge of Masonic Ritual, 
Brother Cathey has been an outstanding chairman of our Board and we 
appreciate his guidance. 


We are deeply grateful to three of our Board Members who will complete 
their terms on our Board at the end of the year 2000. To Brothers Douglas L. 
Caudle, Curtis J. Hipps, and W. C. “Turk” Morrisette, many thanks for your 
devotion and continued dedication to our Board and to our children. Your support 
has been outstanding.

The following report of the Committee on the Masonic Home for Children at 
Oxford was received, entered on the record and referred to the Board of Directors 
of the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


Thechange ofthe Grand Lodgecalendar year will cause several disjointments 
in this initial change-over year. To wit, your Grand Lodge Committee for The 
Masonic Home for Children at Oxford is submitting its report before its actual 
scheduled meeting and visit to the Home. The majority of the Committee 
members have responded with positive intent to attend that meeting on August 
26, 2000. Rev. David Grissom and his staff have prepared an excellent orienta- 
tion packet for the Committee members; this was mailed with an agenda during 
the month of June. In addition, Rev. Grissom has provided the Committee chair 
with an excellent synopsis of information that will educate the Craft about 
doings at the Home. 


Let me begin by stating that the St. John's Day Celebration in June was a 
great day as it usually is for the community of Oxford, for the Home, and for 
North Carolina Freemasonry. The School of Graphic Arts, the Museum, and 
York Rite Chapel, the several cottage — these facilities provided a great 
showcase for our children. Observers of this great day surely sense the care and 
devotion which enables a high quality of life for our children. 


Your Committee is pointedly aware of the fact that we must continue to 
promote and advertise the fact that our Masonic Home for children is available 
to assist children regardless of race, nationality, or religion. We currently have 
120 children with availability to assist 60 more children. Surely there are 60 
more children in this grand jurisdiction who need your home. Since our Masonic 
Lodges number 383 statewide, your Committee recommends that each master 
encourage the lodge membership to actively promote the Home and be engaged 
in sensitizing themselves to children in need in their communities. 


The Committee further recommends that Masons who are members of 
agencies that service children, who teach school, who attend civic group meet- 
ings, who work in and attend churches across our state GET ON THE PRO- 
GRAMS of such groups and enhance the Home's mission, purpose, and goals by 
making the general public aware of the advantages the Masonic Home for 
Children provides. 


The Committee further recommends that this Grand Lodge continue to 
promote MSAP (Masonic Student Assistance Program). This exciting interven- 
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tion program is focused on identifying teams of educators from local schools who 
will benefit from professionally developed training session conducted on the 
campus from Oxford. This program demonstrates the fraternity's effort and 
concern to help teachers help kids. The MSAP, which is the first ofits kind in our 
state, provides all teachers with tools designed to identify children at risk. The 
sessions are scheduled at Oxford and we encourage schools and teachers to 
contact the Home for details. Mrs. Linda Atkinson can be reached at 
1-888-505-4357 and she is more than willing to send material or answer any 
questions to help our teachers understand this vital and important program. The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina has received raves and much positive feedback 
on the Sessions conducted thus far. 


Finally, the long range goals of the Home are vital to maintaining quality 
care for all the children who come to us at Oxford. Our main emphasis in our 
planning for the future is to build an infirmary on our campus. Our current 
infirmary is on the second floor of the Administrative Building, which makes it 
difficult to move children, possibly on crutches, up and down steps. The 
Committee encourages the Craft to support this endeavor and solicits the help 
of the members to build an infirmary for our children now and for the future. 


In concluding its report the Committee emphasizes for the brethren the fact 
that the Masonic Home for Children receives no Federal or State funds. It is 
important for us to remember that our endowment must be strengthened to 
assure future financial stability. Masons, friends, and alumni who wish to 
include the Masonic Home for Children in their wills or bequests are urged to 
contact Brother Chris Richardson, director of development at the Home (1 -888- 
505-4357) or Brother Dames Medlin at the Grand Lodge Office (1-919-787-2021). 
These Brothers will be glad to assist on an individual inquiry basis. They are also 
available to visit Lodges to explain the mission and programs of The Masonic 
Home for Children at Oxford.

No.668, A. F. €: A. M.; King Solomon Lodge No.704, A. F. & A. M.; Stanley Lodge 
No.713, A. F. & A. M. located within the boundary of Gaston County; respectively

jurisdiction to each of the eleven Masonic Lodges heretofore named, over all the

Report of the Grand Historian 
(Docket No. 18) 


The following report of the Grand Historian was received and entered 
on the record. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


North Carolina Masons are deservedly proud of the heroic role members 
of the fraternity played in the American Revolution. Those same patriots 
were also instrumental in bringing the new State into the Union in 1789 and 
in laying the foundations for the free and democratic government we enjoy 
to this day. It is the story of what they accomplished in November 1789 that 
I celebrate in this report. 


Three important events summoned delegates to the thriving City of 
Fayetteville early in November 1789. The annual session of the State’s 
Assembly was scheduled to begin on the second day of November, followed 
several weeks later by the Ratification Convention and the annual meeting 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina Masons. Led by Governor Samuel 
Johnston, the leadership of State government was firmly in the hands of 
prominent Masons. Governor Johnston was present in Tarborough at the 
organization of Grand Lodge in December 1787, and was elected our first 
grand master. A native of Scotland, Johnston served in the State’s Assem- 
bly before the Revolution, in the Committee of Continental Correspondence, 
and in four provincial congresses. He was president of the provincial 
congresses in August 1775 and April 1776 at which revolutionary govern- 
ment of North Carolina had its beginnings. Johnston was elected governor 
in 1787, 1788, and 1789, and was elected first United States Senator from 
North Carolina in 1789. Stephen Cabarrus, a native of France, served his 
adopted State as speaker of the house, and was also a Grand Lodge officer. 
Major General Richard Caswell, who had succeeded Johnston as grand 
master of North Carolina Masons, was speaker of the Senate, a position he 
had held since 1779. Caswell, the hero of the battle at Moores Creek Bridge, 
was elected governor by the legislature in 1777 and served in that office for 
six one term terms. Numerous other Masons served as members of the 
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Assembly and in important committee posts. 


The real hero of the 1789 Assembly, however, was Major William 
Richardson Davie. Major Davie, trained as a lawyer, was a leader of cavalry 
during the Revolution. Although he first became a member of the Craft in 
1791, he served as grand master from 1792 through 1798, in which year he 
was also elected governor of North Carolina. For years, Davie had fought for 
the establishment of a state university for North Carolina. His efforts, 
which earned him the title of “Father of the University,” were finally 
successful in 1789. The Assembly not only passed his bill chartering a state 
university, but enacted legislation establishing a building fund for the 
university as well as an endowment to secure its future. 


Davie's success was overshadowed, however, by the tragic death of 
Grand Master Richard Caswell. The beloved Caswell suffered a stroke on 
November 5, while presiding over the Senate, and died five days later. A 
dignified and elaborate funeral for Major General Caswell was held on 
November 11 with a large number of Masons present for the ceremonies. 
Caswell's body was then sent to Kinston for burial. 


The Ratification Convention met in the State House in Fayetteville on 
November 16, sharing the spacious second-floor quarters with the Assem- 
bly. Delegates from across North Carolina gathered to decide whether 
North Carolina should join her sister states in ratifying the new United 
States Constitution. In 1788, the Anti-federalist opponents of ratification 
managed to persuade delegates to a ratification convention at Hillsborough 
to “neither ratify nor reject the constitution.” The Hillsborough delegates 
were concerned about the lack of language in the Constitution guaranteeing 
individual rights, such as the right to trial by jury. When news reached 
North Carolina that the Constitution would be amended to add a bill of 
rights, however, public sentiment began to run in favor of ratification. Few 
citizens of North Carolina wanted their State to be considered a foreign 
nation by the newly-formed American republic. Under the leadership of 
Governor Samuel Johnston, elected President of the Ratification Conven- 
tion, the Convention adopted and ratified the federal Constitution on 
Saturday, November 21, 1789, and North Carolina became the 12* State to 
join the federal Union. 


During the week of debate over ratification, the North Carolina Grand 
Lodge met in Fayetteville, with James Glasgow as grand master pro tem. 
Beginning on Tuesday, November 17, Grand Lodge met in the State House 
by candlelight, after the Assembly and Ratification Convention had com- 
pleted their business for the day. A committee was appointed to “regulate 
the mode of mourning for our much lamented Grand Master Richard 
Caswell Esquire,” and recommended that those attending Grand Lodge 
wear white scarfs on their left arms until the 10 of December in memory of 
Caswell. The committee also recommended that lodges across the State hold 
a day of mourning and religious services on the 3 Monday in January 1790 
and wear white scarfs on their arms for one month. Delegates also per- 
suaded Governor Samuel Johnston to serve as grand master for the coming 
year, in addition to his many governmental duties. 


Thus, in one memorable month in November 1789, North Carolina 
Masons guided the State into the Union; secured strong leadership for the 
Grand Lodge; and assisted William R. Davie, himselfa future grand master, 
to launch the nation’s first state university. They buried Richard Caswell, 
whose biographer remembers him as a “patriot, statesman, soldier and 
Mason. ”A number of lodges were named after the departed grand master, 
however, and brothers have gone forth from those lodges to work in 
charitable and educational endeavors, to support their churches, to repre- 
sent their communities and state. Those who have gone before have left us 
an enduring legacy of public service, of leadership, of a clear vision for what 
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this State is and can become. They challenge us, as a new generation of 
torch-bearers, to live lives of abiding faith, humble service, and unquench- 
able hope. So mote it be.

Report of the Committee on 
Masonic Public Relations

The following report of the Committee on Masonic Public Relations was 
received and entered on the record. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Committee on Masonic Public Relations met at the April 2000 meeting 
of the Grand Lodge and has established the following priorities for 2000. 


1. MSAP Billboard Program: We recommend the continuation of this 
program. So far, we have received phone calls from numerous areas such 
as Jacksonville, Durham, Raleigh, Greensboro and others. The responses 
range from, “I would like to become a Mason” to “How can we help?” The 
responses have been positive and show Masonry in a positive light. The 
boards read as follows: North Carolina Masons — Helping Teachers Help 
Kids — 1-888-505-HELP. The market value for the 50 donated boards at 
start-up is $26,750.00. The boards from Fairway Advertising will appear 
from Statesville to the coast, concentrating on areas of Greensboro, 
Raleigh, Asheboro, Goldsboro, etc. 


2. Masonic Home For Children Billboards: We are still receiving gratis 
billboards from Adams Outdoor Advertising in Charlotte, NC. They have 
our new Masonic Logo and it reads “125 Years Helping Kids, The Masonic 
Home For Children, 888-505-HELP.” These are spread over a 75 mile 
radius of Charlotte. Thanks to Kim Carpenter who has helped us so much 
from Adams Outdoor. We do need more paperboard and recommend that 
we purchase them soon. 


3. The Lodge Open House Program: We have asked that Brother 
Chessley Greene, a member of this committee, put together a new sample 
open house program for review. I have also invited Brother Robert Kraus, 
the author of the first Open House Program to be present and give us his 
suggestions for revision. There must be only one Open House Program for 
all lodges to follow in NC. This will ensure consistency throughout the 
Fraternity. This is probably the most important task of the year. 


Recommendations: 
1. Literature: We strongly urge a reprinting of the pamphlet “The Real 


Secret of Freemasonry Making Good Men Better” and further suggest 
each lodge be sent an allotment with suggestions of where and how to 
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distribute for greatest effectiveness. Upon completion, we strongly urge all 
lodges to request a copy of the New Open House Program and use this 
valuable information to attract new members and educate prospective 
members ofour Masonic charities and their purpose. If used properly this 
can be a valuable tool for lodges. Use it my Brothers. 


Finally, I would like to thank each member of this committee. These men 
serve with pride and have only the good ofthe fraternity at heart. These are hard 
working men and they deserve a round of applause from all of us for their tireless 
efforts to get the best job done for you. The Masonic PR Committee members

And while this year's 
decision to move Annual Communication to September instead of April will 
ultimately change “Winter” Masonic Education Seminars to “Summer” Masonic 
Education Seminars, the short time between communications and the abbrevi- 
ated schedule of the 2000 Annual Communication in September eliminated a 
need for seminars. 


Beginning in 2001 the Committee will return to a schedule in the months 
prior to each Grand Lodge Communication. In these seminars we will endeavor 
to present and explain, in clear and usable language, changes and proposals 
which will be presented at Grand Lodge. In addition, the Committee will bring 
to the Craft items of interest to help make their Masonic journey and member- 
ship more rewarding and fulfilling. 


We continued in the creation and publication of The Lodge Night Program. 
This quarterly manual continues to inspire Masonic discussion and Masonic 
education throughout the state. While not every lodge uses the program, those 
numerous lodges who do report good interest and active discussions regularly. 
This 15-20 minute Masonic education program, which is designed to be used by 
any member of the lodge, has made lodge night more interesting for many lodges 
throughout North Carolina. 


This year Grand Master Cathey asked the Committee on Masonic Education 
to include Masonic Leadership Development in its duties. We accepted this task 
as an opportunity to expand the Masonic education program in North Carolina. 
In numerous discussions between Committee members, Grand Lodge officers 
subordinate Lodge officers, and interested Lodge members, it was felt that the 
present leadership development programs we have available are adequate, but 
have been under utilized. In the coming months we will be examining The Lodge 
System of Masonic Education, The Program for Progress, and other Masonic 
Leadership programs and literature in an effort to best combine and effectively 
present them. It is generally felt that our present system of progression through 
the officer’s chairs of the Blue Lodge offers the best lodge leadership development 
program possible and to expand on this system will develop our present and 
future leadership to an acceptable level. 


One of the crowning glories of this Masonic year would be the creation of The 
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Research Society of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. Though it still remains 
in its infancy, this Internet-based Web page will soon be a resource for Masonic 
research throughout the world. Through this source lodge members will be able 
to avail themselves of Masonic Education programs to present in their lodges, 
Masonic information for personal growth, and a venue to draw on Masonic 
material most of which will have its roots in North Carolina. In addition to the 
committee, we must thank Alvin Hardy and Ric Carter for their support and 
unbelievable effort to bring this to fruition. 


This has been a short year, but a good year for the Committee. We sincerely 
appreciate and wish to acknowledge the support of the grand master, the grand 
Officers, the Grand Lodge staff, and the Masons of North Carolina.

Organizations was received and entered on the record and the portion pertaining 
to finance was referred to the Committee on Finance. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Masonic Youth Organizations are showing growth in 2000. DeMolay has 
started one new chapter in Asheville and is on its way to restarting chapters in 
Charlotte and possibly Fayetteville. Initiates to date for 2000 are already ahead of 
the entire year of 1999. State Master Councilor Matt Hunt from Asheboro is doing 
a fine job this year with the assistance of his deputy, Dan Critcher from Durham. 


Jobs Daughters are also looking at interested areas such as Greensboro. Their 
youth leaders recently attended their international meeting in Boise, Idaho and 
proved to be great representatives and leaders not only in this state but interna- 
tionally. At the Idaho session, Miss Irene Birbeck of Raleigh was elected by her 
peers as Miss International Congeniality; another feather in the cap for North 
Carolina’s youths. 


Rainbow also is getting stronger, with restarted assemblies in Oxford and 
Charlotte, a new assembly in the works for Greensboro, and young assemblies like 
Raleigh growing stronger month by month.

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Report of the Board of Custodians 
(Docket No. 24) 


The following report of the Board of Custodians was received and entered 
on the record. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


The Board of Custodians for the year 2000 is comprised of the following 
members: Danial M. Hogue Jr., grand lecturer; William L. Dill, chairman; J. 
Luigi Ammons, secretary; Carl R. Patton, John W. Johnston, James Earl Vann, 
and Howard M. Overcash. 


The Board of Custodians has only met one time so far this year. At this 
meeting the board was organized with the election of Brother William L. Dill as 
chairman, and Brother J. Luigi Ammons as zecretary. 


The first order of business was to discuss and approve the ritual for the Lodge 
of Sorrow. The ritual was carried over from the last scheduled meeting in April 
with only one small change. This change was approved at the June meeting of 
the Board and forwarded to the Board of General Purposes for their approval. 


The grand secretary asked the Board at that meeting to assist him by 
designating new guidelines and duties for district deputy grand lecturers for the 
proposed redistricting plan. The redistricting will increase the number of lodges 
in each district and require more duties of the DDGLs in visiting the lodges and 
observing the proficiency of each lodge. This will be discussed at length in the 
next meeting of the Board of Custodians on August 14, 2000. 


The Certified Lecture Examinations which are normally scheduled for the 
third week in September, had to be rescheduled this year due to the new dates 
approved for the Annual Communication. The new date for the examinations 
were set for August 21-25 in the areas of Greenville, Clinton, Greensboro 
Charlotte, and Asheville. As of this writing, all is in preparedness for the 
examinations. At the present time, there are approximately 440 certified 
lecturers in this grand jurisdiction. The roster will be brought up-to-date 
immediately following the exams. 


During the course of this short year there have been a few lodges who have 
failed to meet the requirements for a School of Instruction as set forth by the 
Board of Custodians in the April 1996 revision. The current attendance require- 
ment for a School of Instruction consists of three (3) officers and four (4) members 
for the full six (6) hours of instruction. If a lodge misses two (2) Schools of 
Instruction in succession, that lodge is required to hold a fifteen (15) hour 
Lecture Service. Nearly all of the subordinate lodges have complied with the 
rules. There have been a few isolated cases where a lodge has been requested to 
hold a Lecture Service. The Board is encouraging the lodges to comply with the 
new rules and asking the district deputy grand lecturers to enforce these rules 
in their respective districts. 


The OSW revision was completed in 1999. The majority of the changes 
involve additional “red work” to make the ritual more precise and explanatory 
in the floor movements of the lodge. The suggestion to print the red letter work 
in English was defeated at the Annual Communication in April. The Board has 
not had the opportunity to discuss this item again and bring an alternate solution 
for the delegates’ scrutiny. Presently, the Grand Lodge supply of OSWs is 
exhausted. The School of Graphic Arts at the Masonic Home for Children is 
presently setting the type from the current OSW for the purpose of reprinting 
copies of the book. No changes are being incorporated into this volume. The 
supplement is being included for the purpose of consolidating the two books into 
one. This book will be reprinted in a temporary volume for the purpose of 
fulfilling the supply that Grand Lodge needs to assign to the various officers and 
members of Grand Lodge. A new proposal will be presented to the delegates 
during the 2000-2001 year. 
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The Board of Custodians would like to extend their sincerest appreciation to 
Most Worshipful Charles E. Cathey for his support to the Board during his year 
as grand master; to Danial M. Hogue Jr., for his tireless efforts as grand lecturer; 
and to Walt Clapp, grand secretary, for his valuable assistance and guidance 
during the year. The Board of Custodians would also like to express their 
appreciation to the 65 district deputy grand lecturers of this grand jurisdiction 
who have served Masonry well and supported the decisions of the Board.

Report of the North Carolina 
Masonic Development Program 


(Docket No. 26) 


The following report of the North Carolina Masonic Development Program 
was received, entered on the record, and referred to the Board of General Purposes. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 


This is an interim report of development programs and activities. As of this 
writing our donations are on a parity level with the 1999 gifts through July 31. 
In essence, if the gifts maintain anticipated levels we again will see an annual 
fund in excess of $2,000,000 for the third year in a row. 


Our real success story for the year 2000 has been the calendar program for 
the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. The overall plan for the children was 
to equip the campus with a computer network system that would join all the 
cottages and the administration building/offices with a complete, state-of-the- 
art computer system for all the children. 
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In November of 1999 a calendar, “Old Dreams... New Visions” was intro- 
duced and mailed to the membership as a statewide fund-raiser. As of this 
writing, over $357,000 has been donated to the program for the kids. After the 
production and mailing expenses, a net of $231,250 was available to purchase 
over 73 computers, printers, cable network systems, and all of the ancillary 
equipment and systems necessary to complete the project. Plus, an estimated 
$50,000 will be available to place in an endowed fund to annually support the 
upgrading of the system. 


In short, over 13,500 Masons contributed to this education effort for our 
children! This needed computer system will insure our children with the best 
educational tool that a parent could supply a child. Our kids will not only be 
trained in the school system but also have the opportunity to complete their class 
work/homework needs with a state-of-the-art system. September 7 was desig- 
nated as the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford's Education Computer 
Information System Recognition Day on campus. It was a day established by the 
children to formally express their appreciation for all the donations given to this 
project. 

The Grand Master's Five Star Program is awarded to any lodge that reports 
overall advancement or improvement in development and fundraising efforts; 
reflecting progress and evolving and maturing in growth. Thus, it perpetuates 
the process of completeness and it initiates and increases the programs and 
activities aimed at helping The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford, The 
Masonic and Eastern Star Home, and The North Carolina Masonic Foundation. 
Over 100 lodges are participating in this program and through their efforts our 
charities have been able to enlarge their annual funds and endowments. We hope 
that each lodge will have as their year 2001 goal the Five-Star Program. 


In conclusion, I am excited about 2000's achievement; but Iam more excited 
about this new 21* Century. I am honored to have this opportunity to serve.

Election of Grand Lodge Officers 
(Docket No. 29) 


The Grand Master announced that the time for the elections of officers of 
the Grand Lodge had arrived. He appointed as tellers the District Deputy 
Grand Masters. 


The first ballot returned with 497 votes for Deputy Grand Master Mills, 
22 votes short of the two-thirds majority needed for election. Grand War- 
dens William Mathis and Jerry Tillett were even with 126 votes each, 
together less than a third of the total votes. There were 29 votes for 
miscellaneous other candidates. 


Mills rose to the podium and made the following statement: 
Brethren. 


For almost three centuries the society of Freemasons has been an 
agent of change promoting the causes of equality and justice wherever 
it is found. As Freemasons we are bound by the most sacred ties to hold 
fast and constant the landmarks of the order, which include the 
principals that provide the basis for equality and justice in civil society. 


Change is a part of the process of life. The survival of our society 
depends on its ability to adapt and change to accommodate the world 
that surrounds it. So long as we steadfastly adhere to our most basic 
principals, change is not something we should fear. Change is the 
natural process of life through which our society may grow, prosper, 
and share its light with the world. 


Change is not something we should fear or avoid because of adher- 
ence to our basic principles. We should embrace and celebrate change 
as the mechanism by which the good effects or our basic principles may 
be spread both among the household of the faithful and beyond. 


Twenty-five years ago when the master of the lodge presented me 
my white leather apron, he told me that even if my “ambitious feet (were 
to) tread round after round that ladder that leads to fame in our mystic 
circle, and... the purple of our fraternity... rest upon (my) shoulders 
never again would I receive from mortal hands an honor so great as that 
white leather apron.” When I heard those words I knew that even 
though my feet were ambitious, the purple of our fraternity would not 
rest on my shoulders because my father had enjoyed that singular 
privilege and in North Carolina sons of grand masters do not become 
grand master. 


For over twenty years it has been my joy and honor to serve you and 
this Grand Lodge in various capacities. Among other things I have 
learned during these years that indeed the white leather apron wor- 
thily worn can be more honorable than the purple of our fraternity. My 
path lead me tothe point where earlier today I thought the Grand Lodge 
would rest on my shoulders.

By your vote you have decided that it will not be so. Ithank you for 
the privilege and honor of having served you and thank you for your 
support. 

I ask those of you who may be inclined to vote for me on subsequent 
ballots, to please not do so.

Several past grand masters rose to speak during the election. Their state- 
ments ranged from sadness, to disappointment, to anger at what they perceived 
as an injustice in turning away a man who had dedicated so many years of service 
and so much labor to our fraternity. Many continued to vote for Mills, but the vote 
began to shift toward the wardens. After the third ballot, Junior Grand Warden 
Tillett rose, told the delegates that he was not prepared to serve as grand master, 
and asked them to not vote for him on further ballots. The fourth ballot elected 
William G. Mathis Grand Master for 2001. The vote was Mathis 566, Mills 90, 
Tillett 40, others 23.

Report of The Grand Master

Final Report of Past Grand Master Charles E. Cathey 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons 
of North Carolina: 


Brethren on September 16, 2000 I welcomed you to the 214' Communication 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina at the Special AL 6000 Session. I presented 
my report of activities to that date and told you my full report would be presented 
in December. 


The following is my full report to this Most Worshipful Grand Lodge: 


Brethren you bestowed upon me the highest honor that a Grand Lodge can 
accord one of it’s members, when on April 29, 2000, you elected and installed me 
your grand master. You also placed on my shoulders the most awesome 
responsibility that I have ever born. I have tried to rely on advise from wise 
council and a great deal of prayerful consultation with the Supreme Grand 
Master. But most things eventually come down to the point where the final 
decision is the Grand Master’s. As our Brother Harry S. Truman said, “The buck 
stops here!” 
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The final reckoning will eventually come when this Grand Lodge either 
approves or disapproves my actions. Some of those actions will also be reflected 
in the future effectiveness or deficiencies of our two homes. I pledge to you that 
I took the charge and obligation at my installation very seriously and have tried 
to act for the good of Masonry. 


Necrology 


Our last memorial service was conducted on April 29, 2000 during Grand 
Master Ingram’s Grand Lodge session. The AL 6000 session did not include one. 
Our fraternal chain has been shortened by the falling away of several links. Our 
hearts are saddened by the loss of these brethren. However we are comforted by 
the fact that we have left them in the hands of One who does all things well, and 
that he has welcomed them home to that house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. I am thankful to our Father in Heaven that the “Scythe of Time” has 
not moved through the Grand Lodge officers this year and that my term will end 
with the Grand line chain unbroken. 


DDGM/DDGL Meeting 


At noon on April 29, 2000, while the Grand Lodge was called from labor to 
refreshment I met with the deputies. At this time I explained to them my 
program for the ensuing year. I ask them to comply with The Code by making at 
least one official visit to each lodge during the year. I also asked them to hold a 
district meeting and make it a leadership development training session. I asked 
for the District Deputy Grand Lecturer to have a part in this program. I told 
them that I would like for them to help me promote the following five programs 
this year. 

(1) Location of children to be placed at Oxford 

(2) The lodges to continue to work on Grand Masters Five Star Program 

(3) The Masonic Model Student Assistance Training Program 

(4) Program for Progress. 

(5) Local involvement of lodges. 


Finally I told them that UNITY, beginning with U ‘n’ I in AL 6000 would 
be my theme for the year. I asked them to join with me in helping to promote 
this program. 


Area Meetings 


From June 6 until August 17 I conducted 23 area meetings. I know that there 
were lodges who had no one in attendance and others who had a small 
representation.

At my last meeting I said that I 
thought he had attended more of them than I had. Thanks Doug! 

I was extremely pleased with the reception of me and those who traveled 
with me and more especially the acceptance of my program this year. 

I know that the brethren had heard of my back problems and they went out 
of their way to accommodate my needs. Sometimes I was a little embarrassed 
with all the attention, but I was made to feel that it was given in brotherly love.

This 
book will be reprinted in a temporary volume for the purpose of fulfilling the 
supply that Grand Lodge needs to assign to the various officers and members 
of Grand Lodge. 


Masonic Education Committee 


I have been concerned for some time about the amount of time and effort 
which goes into leadership programs that are not used. The story is always the 
same; a good program will be developed, for a while it will be promoted and 
used. But two years later if the program can even be found in a lodge it is at the 
bottom of a stack of papers in the back of the storage room. This is sad, and 
somewhat disheartening. 


Masonic critics are always saying that lack of leadership is one of our 
fraternity's worst problems. These same critics say we don't train our officers. 
Yet, we have these magnificent programs, developed by some of the most 
dedicated Masons in the Craft, and we don’t use them. Why? This year I asked 
the Committee on Masonic Education to look at this problem. I didn’t ask them 
to reinvent the wheel, or develop a new program. I asked them to look at what 
we have available and devise a way of using it. It is that Committee’s thought 
that we already have some excellent leadership training materials but just need 
to find a way to use it. Program for Progress is an outstanding work. Some of the 
material that was introduced last year is good. Even the old standard Lodge 
System of Masonic Education that so many of us used and learned from has a 
place in North Carolina Freemasonry. We don’t need new programs, we need a 
better way to encourage our people to use what we already have available. This 
was my assignment to Masonic Education and I feel confident it will be done. 


I have been amazed this year in my travels how many of our brethren know 
nothing about AL (Anno Lucis) and how it relates to Freemasonry. I see this as 
an indication that we need to work on some of the basic points about our 
fraternity. I am also surprised each year at grand lodge at the number of lodges 
that get into trouble because of how they handle petitions, affiliations, elections, 
and the conferring of degrees. All of these things are an evidence that we need 
to continue the education of our members in the basics of our fraternity. I am 
most pleased with the work of our Education Committee. 


North Carolina Masonic Development Program 


The North Carolina Masonic development program has been a highlight, a 
shining star, for our jurisdiction. Since its inception it has been one of the more 
positive elements of all the programs in our Grand Lodge. The Grand Master’s 
Five Star Program for the lodges, the legacy gift initiatives, the lapel pins and 
calendar programs have all added dollars to our charities and have given them 
successes that will go on for years to come. Brother Jim Medlin is doing a great 
job with these Development programs for our North Carolina Masonic charities 
and our Grand Lodge. Brother Jim is available to help lodges with their 
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fundraising efforts and to help individual brothers with the estate planning 
needs please call him at the Grand Lodge. 


As we near the end of my term as Grand Master we are in the middle of the 
AL6000 Scholarship Pin Program. I am extremely thankful for the response thus 
far to this program. I am delighted to know that this fund will be providing 
scholarships to the youth of our lodge communities long after we are all gone. 


Joseph Montfort Medals 


Joseph Montfort was a man that was “A Mason’s Mason” of his day. To be 
awarded the Montfort Medal a man should be “A Mason’s Mason” of this day. It 
is my firm belief that the following men indeed exemplify that quality. 


On July 22 I presented a Joseph Montfort Medal to Brother David Lee 
Hargett, past master of Monroe Lodge No. 244 and Truth Lodge No. 749. On 
October 6 I presented Joseph Montfort Medals to Brother Carl McCracken Jr., 
past master, Waynesville Lodge No. 259; and Brother Ray Norris, past grand 
master of Masons in North Carolina. Freemasonry in North Carolina has been 
promoted and perpetuated through the efforts of the many years of service of 
these brethren. 


Grand Representatives 


I was pleased to make the following recommendations for Grand Represen- 
tatives of other Grand Jurisdictions near North Carolina:

Also I had the privilege of approving the recommendations of other Grand 
Masters for the appointment of grand representatives of North Carolina near 
other grand jurisdictions. 


Physical Disabilities 
Ihave had the responsibility of ruling on the disabilities of several petition- 
ers for the degrees this year. I want to thank the district deputies that did 
investigations where asked. I am pleased to say that I was able to approve all that 
I was asked to rule on. If the internal qualifications of a man are right we can 
work around the external. 


Dispensations Granted 


At the time this report was being prepared, I had granted thirteen dispen- 
sations. These dispensation have been granted to accomplish the following 
purposes: Eleven dispensations were granted to permit lodges to hold meetings 
other than at the regular meeting place. One dispensation was granted to elect 
officers created by resignation. One dispensation was granted to allow the lodge 
to have their charter refurbished. 


Order No. 1 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary's office that 
Roman Eagle Lodge No. 550 elected WMC to receive the degrees on May 18, 2000 
without the Petition for the Degrees having been laid over the required 28 days. 
The ballot taken on May 18, 2000 is clearly illegal under the positive language 
of Regulation 73-13 of The Code, and is, therefore, NULL and VOID. 


Since the Grand Master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of this 
kind, I hereby order a re-ballot to Roman Eagle Lodge No. 550 at the stated 
communication to be held on June 15, 2000. 
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This order shall be read to the lodge at the next stated communication 
entered onthe minutes ofthat communication and a proper notation made onthe 
margin of the minutes for June 15, 2000, referring to this Order and the date it 
was recorded in the minutes.

Order No. 2 

WHEREAS, for the past several years, members of Dunn’s Rock Lodge No. 
267 have promulgated controversy with Grand Masters, Past Grand Masters, 
and committees of the Grand Lodge and, 

WHEREAS, numerous attempts to settle the issues pertaining to this 
situation have gone unheeded, and, 

WHEREAS, a commission has been appointed to fully investigate this 
matter, and 

WHEREAS, the conclusions of the completed investigation have been 
presented to and studied by me, 


I hereby find as follows: 


1. Thelodge has had disagreements with the Eastern Star Chapter using 
its facility for many years. From this disagreement, a conflict surfaced 
between Dunn's Rock Lodge No. 267, TC, secretary and then Grand 
Master William H. Simpson. 


2. The Eastern Star Chapter vacated the facilities after negotiations with 
the lodge failed. 


3. The Grand Secretary attempted to settle the issue with Brothers T C 
and PGM Simpson on various occasions. 


4. Brother C stated in a 1997 letter that since he has not received an 
apology from PGM Simpson, that he would proceed with his threat to 
“cause problems for the Grand Lodge.” 


5. In 1998, Grand Master Gerry Smith attempted to settle the issue with 
an order to “cease and desist.” His investigation deemed that the 
charges made by Brother C were unfounded. On consultation, it was 
decided that an “order” was too strong for the situation and then GM 
Smith wrote a letter “formally requesting” the principals place all 
issues behind them and the lodge. 

6. Brother GH mailed a letter to all lodges in this jurisdiction under the 
letterhead of the lodge and without the knowledge or approval of the 
master or the lodge, this being, in the opinion of the Commission, an act 
of un-Masonic conduct. 

7. Much of the information in Brother H’s letter was obtained by Brother 
BB according to phone log in the Grand Lodge and Oasis Temple. 

8. Despite Brother H's testimony that he was the sole author of the letter 
to all lodges, the Commission believes that others were involved. 

9. Brother B, proclaiming himself “assistant secretary” in his conversa- 
tions with the grand secretary, endeavored to gain information pur- 
portedly demanded by the members of his lodge. The master of the lodge 
indicated that the lodge had not requested any information. 

10. The Commission feels that Bros. C, H, and B have carried on a 
continuous and un-Masonic criticism of the administration of the 
Grand Lodge through the terms of three Grand Masters. 

IT IS THEREFORE MY ORDER THAT: 

11. All claims against Brother William Simpson, PGM be dropped and no 
more references to this issue be made at any Masonic gatherings. 
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12. Brother TC is hereby removed from the office of secretary immediately 
and is prohibited from holding any office (pro-tem or otherwise) or 
serving on any committee in any subordinate lodge in North Carolina 
for a period of seven years from this date. 


13. Brother GH is hereby removed from the office of senior warden imme- 
diately and is prohibited from holding any office (pro-tem or otherwise) 
or serving on any committee in any subordinate lodge in North Carolina 
for a period of seven years from this date. 


14. Brother BHB is hereby removed from the office of steward immediately 
and is prohibited from holding any office (pro-tem or otherwise) or 
serving on any committee in any subordinate lodge in North Carolina 
for a period of seven years from this date. 


15. I direct that Past Grand Master Ray Norris, the 60% district deputy 
grand master, and / or their authorized representatives attend all 
stated communications of the lodge for a one year period and after 
review make recommendations to succeeding grand masters. 

16. Acopy of the minutes of each communication shall be forwarded to the 
grand secretary for three years. 

Failure to comply with any stipulations of this ORDER shall be considered 
just and immediate cause to direct the judge advocate to prefer charges of 
un-Masonic conduct. 


This ORDER shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication to be 
held on August 24, 2000, and entered on the minutes of that communication.

Order No. 3 


It has been brought to my attention by the Grand Secretary’s office that 
West Asheville Lodge No. 665 received the Application for Affiliation of WRS 
on June 5, 2000. On June 19, 2000 we received information that Brother S was 
elected to membership before the twenty-eight (28) days required by The Code 
as described below. 


The ballot taken on June 19, 2000 to elect Brother WRS is clearly illegal 
under the positive language of Regulation 75-11 of The Code, and is, therefore, 
NULL and VOID. 


Since the grand master is empowered to order another ballot in cases of this 
kind, I hereby order a reballot for West Asheville Lodge No. 665 at the next stated 
communication to be held on the November 6, 2000. 


This Order shall be read to the lodge at the stated communication on 
November 6, 2000, entered on the minutes of that communication and a proper 
notation made on the margin of the minutes for June 19, 2000, referring to the 
Order and the date it was recorded in the minutes. 


Given under my hand and seal at Canton, North Carolina, this 19% day of 
October, 2000. 


Order No. 4 


Earlier this year, a small group of Masons caused a letter, signed by the 
masters of Revolution Lodge No. 552 and P. P. Turner No. 746, to be mailed to 
each lodge in our grand jurisdiction. Lodges were urged to question the compe- 
tency of the Board and administrator of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home. It 
urged the lodges to ask questions themselves. The letter contained false state- 
ments and had an improper tone. 


I appointed a special commission to investigate the matter. I have 
had a conference with that commission and others to make a determina-

tion of fact and opinion. 
The Findings 


A small group of Masons in Revolution and P. P. Turner have exhibited a 
history of complaining and spreading charges regarding the Home. That history 
includes the circulation of an audio tape to other lodges around the state as well 
as circulating materials written by others. Some of those participating in the 
ongoing complaining and the spreading ofinnuendo did so out of personal malice 
toward the Home's administrator. 


The letter sent to lodges around the state was inflammatory. It was part 
of a whispering campaign that spread innuendo of wrong doing with no 
proof or basis in fact. It was aimed at disturbing the Craft rather than 
curing any problem. Such behavior, in the end, serves only to damage the 
fraternity. It disrupts and does a disservice to us all. Not just the adminis- 
trator of the Home, but all Masons in North Carolina had their motives and 
competency put into question. 


By innuendo, the letter impugns the good name of the Masonic and Eastern 
Star Home by inferring that the Home suffers from poor management by its 
Board of Directors, its administrator, and the grand master. It questions the 
integrity of each MESH Board member, every worthy grand matron who has co- 
chaired, and every grand master who has chaired the Board in the last four years. 


Assailing the good name of the Masonic and Eastern Star Home threatens 
to reduce the contributions to the Home. This is, in fact, the chiefthreat used here 
by this group to exert undue influence on the business of the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home. Such threats are un-Masonic. Further, such threats to 
Home income are a direct threat to the welfare of those brothers and sisters 
dependent upon the care of the Home. 


Those involved knew the chain of command to handle such complaints, but, 
according to testimony, avoided using them due to a distrust of the Grand Lodge. 
Distrust is not a justification for inflammatory rhetoric. Their overt disrespect 
for Masonic authorities in communicating such charges to all lodges further 
infers improper behavior by those officers. In testimony, it was said that the 
lodges in question intentionally avoided the Grand Master and MESH Board of 
Directors due to lack of faith that it would be taken care of. 


Several witnesses defended the circulated letter by saying that it made no 
accusations, but only asked questions. This is not a viable defense. The techni- 
cality of their defense has no place in Masonic Law. The whispering and 
innuendo of the letter is perhaps an even more devious and destructive form of 
attack. It allows the imagination of the recipient to expand the charges without 
the opportunity of the accused to make a response. 


The Orders 


It is my order that Revolution Lodge No. 552 and P. P. Turner Lodge No. 746 
are hereby reprimanded for their action in the distribution of this letter. They are 
admonished to better consider the motivations and actions of those who might 
encourage the lodge to take up their personal campaigns. 


It is further my order that HGW, master of Revolution 552; WDM, 
secretary of Revolution 552; WAH, master of P. P. Turner 746; CAP of P.P. 
Turner 746; and CMR be hereby immediately removed from all lodge offices, 
boards, commissions, and committees including temple boards for malfeasance 
and dereliction of their duties in allowing their lodges to be used for ill-considered, 
un-Masonic purposes. They have allowed their lodges to be used in an attempt 
to improperly incite the craft statewide. They may not hold any such office for 
a period of five years. 


I further order that, due to questions arising from conflicting testimony as 
to fact during my Commission’s hearings, those involved are hereby bound over 
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tothejudge advocate for his further investigation and for such action asthejudge 
advocate may deem appropriate. Nothing in this order should be considered as 
requiring or forbidding further action by the judge advocate including filing 
charges against individuals who may not be previously mentioned in this 
investigation. 

I direct that this order shall be delivered to each lodge in our grand 
jurisdiction, and that it be read at their next stated communication.

Order No. 5 

Whereas JAP, master of Excelsior Lodge No. 261, has not attended a meeting 
of his lodge since August 7; and 

Whereas Brother P has repeatedly failed to return the calls of the lodge 
secretary; and 

Whereas Brother P has repeatedly been unavailable to sign checks for the 
lodge treasurer; and 

Whereas Brother P has repeatedly failed to return the calls of the district 
deputy grand master in the official discharge of his office and has refused 
certified, official communication from the same; and 

Whereas Excelsior Lodge No. 261 has approved a request asking me to act 
in this case; therefore 

In accordance with Reg. 13-3.5, it is my order that JAP is herewith removed 
from his office of master of Excelsior Lodge No. 261.

The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford 


The Masonic Home for Children at Oxford admissions have been one of my 
main points during the area meetings this year. We need to stress to our Masons, 
alumni and friends to be sensitive to the needs of children in their communities. 
The Masonic Home for Children can admit up to 60 more children and if every 
Masonic district within our state saw a child in need and recommended that child 
to our Masonic Home, we could be at full capacity. Every child must be 
recommended to the Masonic Home for Children by a local Masonic lodge and 
once they are admitted, the staff at the Home will provide total care to that child. 


Since education is a vital part of helping every child at our Home, we also 
want to help teachers across our state to develop skills to recognize students in 
their classes who are at risk. The MSAP (Masonic Student Assistance Program) 
was introduced during 1999 to invite teachers and school officials to our campus 
to participate in a three-day workshop. Food, lodging, guest speakers and 
materials are offered at no expense to the educators as it is the goal of our 
Fraternity to “Help Teachers Help Kids.” 


Finally, itis important that our Fraternity know that the programs, projects 
and fund drives our Masonic lodges have to support our Masonic Home for 
Children are vital and deeply appreciated. Since the Masonic Home for Children 
receives no state or federal monies, our Home in Oxford is purely charitable and 
the support and kindness of our brethren, alumni and friends are paramount to 
the ongoing quality care provided to every child living on our campus now and 
in the future. 


Masonic and Eastern Star Home 


As you know the MESH Care and Wellness Center has opened. The residents 
and staff have transferred to this new state-of-the-art center from the old care 
center which will either be renovated for a useful purpose or demolished. The 
MESH Board of Directors, while studying its potential use, has leased two floors 
of this facility to a local nursing home while that home is building a new facility 
in Greensboro. MESH will, in addition to receiving lease income from an 
otherwise vacant building, provide maintenance, dietary, laundry, and house- 
keeping services to the residents of this “Home within a Home.” MESH will NOT 
be responsible for the resident and patient services, administration, admission 
/ discharge, or personnel in our lessee’s program. I compliment the MESH Board 
of Directors in this win-win relationship. We not only help a sister non-profit 
nursing home, we convert an unused resource into a productive asset. 

The MESH Board of Directors recently addressed a long-standing issue 
surrounding admission eligibility. An eligible Master Mason’s wife, mother, 
sister, daughter, and widow are eligible for admission to MESH. This year, 
ironically on the day following Mother’s Day, the admission policy was expanded 
to include the mother of an eligible Eastern Star member. 


MESH is engaged in an independent living expansion. At this writing site 
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development work is in progress on sixteen, of what may be as many as fifty, 
two-bedroom houses at the Greensboro campus. 


On October 26, 2000 the last hurtle to our MESH Care and Wellness Center 
being certified to participate in the Medicare program was met. This will bring 
added funds from Medicare for patients who are eligible for Medicare. There is 
a possibility of receiving retroactive reimbursements. It is misinformation about 
this certification that prompted some of our brethren to go to the news media as 
well as send unfounded allegations to lodges across this state. 


Jones Masonic Campus, Inc. 


Brother John R. and Lois Jones have donated 60 acres of property in 
Swansboro, North Carolina for the purpose of building a combined retirement 
community, conference center, and children’s summer camp. This campus has 
been incorporated as the Jones Masonic Campus, Inc. and is co-owned and 
Administered by MESH and the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford. 
Preliminary site development work is underway as is the surveying for and 
promotion of this new program. We owe a great debt of gratitude not only 
Brother Jones but to Brother William Mills, who donated many hours of his 
time and a great deal of effort, in providing the legal expertise setting up the 
Jones Masonic Campus, Inc. and Brother Leonard Safrit who had donated 
untold hours to see this project come to fruition. I would be remiss if I did not 
mention the other members of the board and their contribution. Thank you, 
from the masons of this Grand Jurisdiction. 


Veterans Administration Hospitals 


I’m sorry to say that I did not get to visit but one of our Veterans Adminis- 
tration Hospitals in this state during my term as grand master. However I would 
like to thank all our Masonic Volunteers who give so many hours to provide a 
helping hand at these hospitals. We are honored to be able to do a little for those 
who gave so much to preserve our freedom, not only here in America but 
elsewhere in the world. 


Special Visitations 
On June 19, 2000 I attended the informal opening of the Grand Chapter of 
the Eastern Star at Fayetteville. It was an honor for me to speak before this body 
and bring greetings from the Grand Lodge. l also recited a poem for the outgoing 
Worthy Grand Matron Sister Helen Collie. 


On June 24, 2000 I attended the Saint John’s Day celebration at the Masonic 
Home For Children at Oxford. Ava Jean and I were accompanied by one of our 
grandsons, Joshua, as we rode in a horse drawn carriage in the parade. 


On June 26, 2000 I attended the Rainbow Grand Assembly at Raleigh. It was 
a special pleasure for me to speak to this Assembly since I had worked with the 
Rainbow Girls for many years during the 1980s. It was also a special treat to 
attend the Grand Cross of Color Banquet on the morning of the 27". 


On June 27, 2000 I attended a reception for the Masonic legislators at the 
William Thomas House in Raleigh. Several of our Masonic brothers from our 
legislature were in attendance. I was pleased to receive a cast plaque of the great 
seal of our state, presented by Representative Mitchell Setzer.

I further recommend that the committee on 
Masonic Ceremonies and Miscellaneous Publications investigate and include 
any other subject that they may deem appropriate. That a copy ofthis Handbook 
be provided each secretary.

Report of the Recommendations 
0f the Committee on Finance 


(Docket No. 31) 


The following report of the Recommendations of the Committee on Finance 
was presented by Dan C. Rice, adopted by sections, and then adopted as a whole. 


To the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of North Carolina: 
We recommend the North Carolina Masonic Foundation, Inc. divide the 
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earnings between the Masonic Home for Children at Oxford and the Masonic and 
Eastern Star Home. 

We recommend the Charity Fund transfer $10,000 to the N. C. Masonic 
Foundation, Inc. 

Werecommend that $25,000 of General Fund “Reserve Fund” be transferred 
to the Building and Office Reserve Fund. 

Clarification: In the past the Finance Committee has permitted the grand 
master the authority to take actions necessary to provide changes in committee 
allotments, etc. that appeared needed for the best interest of the Grand Lodge. 
Since the Grand Master and the Masonic Foundation have authority under The 
Code already, the Finance Committee sees no reason to pass any further motions 
in this area.

Grand Master Charles E. Cathey. 


Mountain man —man mountain — Charles Cathey stands tall and strong 
among the Craft as a symbol of fraternal good will and integrity. His smile and 
warmth quickly put his brothers at ease. That demeanor is not veneer. His 
honesty and sincerity are plain for all to see. His love for the fraternity and its 
brotherhood are at the fore in his daily life—reminding each of us, by example, 
that similar attitudes will improve our lives as well as the lives of those around 
us, be it in our fraternity, community, state, nation, or planet.

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PRESERVATION 


Reg. 62-1.2 Allthe lodge books of records and accounts, old 
as well as new, shall be carefully preserved 
under lock and key by the Secretary as safely as 
possible from the hazards of fire, water, loss, or 
mutiliation. 

Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall be pre- 
served by lodges in suitable bookcases and un- 
der charge of the lodge Secretary who shall be 
responsible for their proper keeping. They may 
be loaned to members who shall return them to 
the lodge at or before the next succeeding stated- 
communication. 


Each subordinate lodge in the jurisdiction shall 
keep copies of the laws of the Grand Lodge for 
the inspection of its members. It is the duty of 
the Master to enforce strictly such laws in the 
lodge over which he presides. The published 
Proceedings of the Grand Lodge shall also be 
kept on file and shall be conclusive evidence of 
all matters reported therein as the action ofthe 
Grand Lodge, and except as otherwise provided, 

shall be evidence of other matters contained 
there.
